More Correspondence on the Subject— 


Californlana Discussing tbe Question 
at Washington.

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 23.

move their cattle from quarantine dis- 
trict of California. Has your State 
any Board or officer who con Id super- 
vise the movement of such animals 
and compel their isolation until safe, 
and do yon favor admission of these 
cattle ?

ions of the Elko Cattle Association and 
many cattlemen, was sent:

Pushing Improvements. 


A large force of men has been put at 


work cleaning the Highland Ditch and 
the work will be prosecuted as rapidly 
as possible until the ditch is as clean 
as it can be made. The Reno Water, 
Land & Light Co. will endeavor to keep 
the high pleasure on the mains all the 
while, but if the water is a little muddy 
the people will know tbe cause, 


As soon as the ditch is put in order 


tbe company will commence investiga- 
tions with a view of putting in opera- 
tion a large pumping plant to pump 
with their abundant water power, from 
a well near their present electric light 
station across to the reservoirs ; aad if 
the proposition is found to be practic- 
able, the plant will be installed, The 
plan is believed to be feasible, aad it is 
the opinion that the result will be 
much better water tliau r.in ba bad in 
any othar manner. 


If the pumping plant is installed, 


then the city will be supplied in that 
manner, and the company will imme- 
diately extend its Highland ditch to 
Proaser and Spanish Springs Valleys 
and so bring about 10,000 acres of land 
into production. This will be of great 
value to Reno, and the construction 
will necessitate the expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars. 


Tbe company is also negotiating for 


anew 1,300 light incandescent electric 
lighting machine, and as soon as it is 
installed it is proposed to make a very 
material reduction in 
the price of 


house lighting, also in nil the branches 
of their electric light service. The 
capacity of the machine now in use is 
only 600 incandescent lamps and the 
machine has been working above its 
capacity for a long time back. During 
the coming Summer the company will 
install boilers and engine at the light 
station to guard against trouble from 
anchor ioe next Winter, by being in 
position and always ready to substi- 
tute steam power for the water wheel 
when; needed. Improvement is the 
order of the day with Senator Kaiser, 
the genial manager. His action so far 
in lighting the street lights regardless 
of a contract with the city, shows tbat 
he ia determined to give the people the 
service, at any rate for the present.

THE CATTLE QUARANTINE. 


More Correspondence on the Subject— 


Californlana Discussing tbe Question 
at Washington. 
The question of raising tbe quaran- 


tine and permitting California cattle 
from the infected district to be shipped 
into Nevada ia still under discussion 
at Washington. Yesterday the follow 
ing was received from the Secretary of 
Agriculture: 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 23. 


To Governor Sadler, Carson City, N* 


vada :—This Department baa numerous 
urgent requests to allow person1:, who 
claim to own ranches in Nevada, to 
move their cattle from quarantine dis- 
trict of California. Has your State 
any Board or officer who con Id super- 
vise the movement of such animals 
and compel their isolation until safe, 
and do yon favor admission of these 
cattle ? 


To this the following reply, which is 


in accord with the expressed opin- 
ions of the Elko Cattle Association and 
many cattlemen, was sent: 


CARSON Crrr, Nevada, March 23. 


To Son. James Wilson, Secretary of 


Agriculture, 
Washington, 
D. C.:—No 


Hoard nor officer in Nevada is author- 
ized by law to supervise the movement 
of cattle from an infected district. 
Cattle Associations and cattle owners 
generally are opposed to admission of 
cattle from quarantined districts.

Tbe following from 
Washington 


shows that California cattlemen are 
endeavoring to secure a change tn the 
quarantine regulations: 


President Hebron of the Monterey; 


Oattleraisera' Association, who is here ! 
in the interest of securing a change in ; 
the California cattle quarantine regula- 
tions, had a lengthy conference to-day 
with Secretary Wilson and Dr. Salmon 
of the Agricultural Department. He ' 
urges that the 
quarantine line he 


moved as far south as the Tehachapi 
range, or that cattlemen be permitted 
to drive their cattle across the line into 
Nevada in times of drought. He rep- 
resented that many California cattle- 
men owned ranges 
in Nevada and 


there would be no danger of contagion 
by driving their cattle across the line, 
as there was no disease among Califor- 
nia cattle. He considered the Tehachapi 
range the natural boundary line. 


Secretary 
Wilson 
thought there 


would be no objection fiom tbe Nevada 
authorities to the proposed plan, and 
if he could get satisfactory assurances 
from them he was willing to permit 
California cattle to cross the line into 
Nevada. 


Hebron presented a number of reso- 


lutions of the California aad Nevada 
Associations favoring a change in the 
present quarantine line.

Pushing Improvements. 


A large force of men has been put at 


work cleaning the Highland Ditch and 
the work will be prosecuted as rapidly 
as possible until the ditch is as clean 
as it can be made. The Reno Water, 
Land & Light Co. will endeavor to keep 
the high pleasure on the mains all the 
while, but if the water is a little muddy 
the people will know tbe cause, 


As soon as the ditch is put in order 


tbe company will commence investiga- 
tions with a view of putting in opera- 
tion a large pumping plant to pump 
with their abundant water power, from 
a well near their present electric light 
station across to the reservoirs ; aad if 
the proposition is found to be practic- 
able, the plant will be installed, The 
plan is believed to be feasible, aad it is 
the opinion that the result will be 
much better water tliau r.in ba bad in 
any othar manner. 


If the pumping plant is installed, 


then the city will be supplied in that 
manner, and the company will imme- 
diately extend its Highland ditch to 
Proaser and Spanish Springs Valleys 
and so bring about 10,000 acres of land 
into production. This will be of great 
value to Reno, and the construction 
will necessitate the expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars. 


Tbe company is also negotiating for 


anew 1,300 light incandescent electric 
lighting machine, and as soon as it is 
installed it is proposed to make a very 
material reduction in 
the price of 


house lighting, also in nil the branches 
of their electric light service. The 
capacity of the machine now in use is 
only 600 incandescent lamps and the 
machine has been working above its 
capacity for a long time back. During 
the coming Summer the company will 
install boilers and engine at the light 
station to guard against trouble from 
anchor ioe next Winter, by being in 
position and always ready to substi- 
tute steam power for the water wheel 
when; needed. Improvement is the 
order of the day with Senator Kaiser, 
the genial manager. His action so far 
in lighting the street lights regardless 
of a contract with the city, shows tbat 
he ia determined to give the people the 
service, at any rate for the present. 


Arrested for Crlminul Libel. 


It is reported that E. C. Snyder of 


the Elko Argonaut was arrested yester- 
day on a charge of criminal libel. It is 
stated that vV. W. Boober of the Inde- 
pendent filed the complaint. The trouble 
is the outcome of a newspaper contro 
versy which has been going on for 
sometime between the two Elko Editors 
in which much bitterness has been 
shown.

GOING 
TO THE BOTTOM 


MATTERS. 


OF 


There is much dilly dallying in Ad- 


ministration circles with the Co ban 
question. It is suepected by many 
that the Department of State baa infor- 
mation from American Consols in 
Cuba that it does not give to the pub- 
lic or to Congress. The delay in re- 
porting the cause of the destruction of 
the Maine is causing maoh adverse 
comment and members of Congress as 
well as the public generally are getting 
restive. Representative Wheeler has 
introduced a resolution to relieve this 
tension. It provides for a joint com- 
mittee to be composed of seven Sena- 
tors and seven Representatives to con- 
sider our relations with Spain growing 
oat of the Cuban queation. All mes- 
sages heretofore received, or which 
may hereafter be received from the 
President referring to this question 
are to be referred to the committee. 


The committee is to hare authority 


to send for persons and papers to take 
evidence and report with as little delay 
as possible the conditions that prevail 
in Oaba; what part of the Spanish 
debt is a burden upon Cuban revenues; 
what protection is given American cit- 
izens and their interest by the Spanish 
and the facts regarding the atrocities 
perpetrated by Spain on the island. 
The committee is required to recom- 
mend to Congress wnat action should 
be taken by that body. 


An investigation of the character 


proposed would throw much light upon 
the Guban question and enable Con- 
gress to act intelligently in the matter. 
There appears to be enough evidence 
at present to warrant the United States 
in recognizing the independence of 
Cuba, or at least giving Cubans the 
right? of belligerents, so that they can 
purchase supplies in the United States 
as the Spaniards are permitted to do. 
But the House of Representatives will 
not act in tbe matter, and the Presi- 
dent does not seem to favor the recog- 
nition of Cuban belligerency, though 
the people of the United States, with 
the exception of thoao interested in 
bond 
deals, sympathize 
with 
the 


Cubans. 


TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


An explosion at tbe United States 


Smokeless Powder Works at Point San 
Pedro, near San Rafael, on Tuesday 
caused the death of Captain C. A. 
Jenks, a well known militia man, and 
Charles Nelson, a laborer. It is sup- 
posed that tbe explosion was caused by 
a hot bearing in tbe machinery. 


Thirty-nine men are now reported to 


have perished in the wreck of the bark 
Helen W. Almy, which was caught in a 
blow and capsized outside the Heads 
off San Francisco Sunday. The bark 
had sailed for Copper river, Alaska, 
and was loaded with gold seekers. It 
s said that no one survives to tell the 
story ot the wreck. 


Passenger train No. 18, north-bound, 


was held up at Cross Creek near 
Joshen on the Southern Pacific at a 
late hour Tuesday night. The robbers 
are beliaved to be a remnant of tbe old 
Evans-Son tag gang. The express oar 
was blown to atoms after the messen- 
ger had been ordered out. The mail 
oar was also robbed. Two men were 
all that were seen, but it is believed 
;hat more were connected with the 
bold up. 


Chaplain Chidwic has completed his 


mortuary report, which shows that 257 
men and two officers perished by the 
explosion of the Maine; six died of 
their wounds in the San Ambrosio 
Hospital and one died on the Spanish 
transport. One hundred and seventy- 
one bodies have been recovered, 61 of 
which have been identified. 
There 


have been 161 bodies buried at Havana 
and 11 at Key West. This is the official 
report, made public, after careful cor- 
rection. 


The spirit of war rules in Spain, and 


Castilian leaders talk of fighting for 
the nation's honor. The situation is 
critical and war seems to be inevitable. 
Captain-General Blanco has sent his 
resignation to Madrid, but it has a 
string attached to it. Admiral Man- 
terola Las sent a similar conditional re- 
signation. Blanco's action is really an 
ultimatum to the home government. 
If the Spanish torpedo fleet is halted 
at the Canaries at President McKia- 
ley's command then Blanco will retire 
from office. It is thought that Blanco 
is not bluffing and that Sagasta will 
not dare to violate the demand of the 
American Administration.

IMPORTANT MEASURE INTRODUCED 


BY NEVADA'S CONGRESSMAN. 


Hon. Francis G. Newlands, Congress- 


man from Nevada, has introduced a bill 
directing the Secretary of the Interior 
to make surveys for, and to determine 
and report on the cost of erecting res- 
ervoirs on certain rivers and their tri- 
butaries in the United States, and mak- 
ing an appropriation therefor. 


He has also introduced a bill to create 


a public land Commission, consisting 
of the Commissioner of the General 
Land office, the Director of the Geo- 
logical Survey and three other persons 
to be appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate. 


The commission is empowered by 


the act to employ the necessary secre- 
tary, clerks and a superintendent of 
hydrographio divisions and their assist- 
ants and to incur all expense necessary 
for the examination, utilization and 
conservation of the lands now under 
control of the United States. 


Tbe commission shall also cause to 


be made, surveys, and contoured maps 
of the areas of public lands classify- 
ing them according to tbeir adaptation 
for raising trees, for pasture or for Ag- 
riculture. Tha water supply is to be 
determined and its fluctuation and 
waste together with the possibilities 
for underground supply from experi- 
mental or artesian wells. The charac- 
ter and value of the timber available 
for firewood and other purposes, with- 
out injury to the water supply. 


Other provisions are made for the 


occupation or utilization of the lands; 
rules and regulations relative to the 
protection of forests, the recommenda- 
tions to Congress for the irrigation of 
the arid districts and an annaul report 
to Congress recommending more effi- 
cient legislation tov.ard attaining the 
objects enumerated.

Fay of Old Time Architect*. 


As near as we can discover tho archi 


tect of "ye olden tyme" did not receive 
for his services a very exorbitant sum, 
Eecently some members of the French 
school at Delphi unearthed several slab! 
of marble which bear inscriptions ol 
great interest, dating as they do from 
the fourth century before Christ. The 
inscriptions, which cover about 20< 
lines, give^he price of work for build- 
ing operations in Greece at the perioc 
named, and from them we learn that an 
architect was paid at the rate of $150 
per annum or less. 
This was little 


enough surely, even if its purchasing 
power is multiplied, as it should be, 
five or six times. Sir Christopher Wrei 
received for his services the inagnincen 
sum of 31,000 per year for more than 20 
years while rebuilding London. His 
head draftsman received about $800 per 
year, while assistants received from 
$80 to $125 per year. French and Ger 
man architects were not even so wel 
paid at the same period. Bad as this 
was, it was better than the romuucra 
tion many of the older architects re 
ceived, for in tho far east if an artis 
made a noble design and erected a build- 
ing worthy of admiration his chances of 
being "suddenly removed" by order of 
the king were many. This step was 
taken m order tr prevent a rival king 
from obtaining tho services of an archi- 
tect whoftiught be able to so improve 
his plniife that a finer and nobler build- 
ing would be executed.—Architecture 
and Building. 


Wolf Children. 


The adoption of human infants by

Today the tendency 
to ignore all sentiment causes such ideas 
to receive foant courtesy, and when sen- 
timent is introduced as evidence is met 
by the undeniable statement that tho 
same miracle is accredited with preserv- 
ing the lives of many gods and heroes 
of antiquity. Consequently if a single 
lose of a child being fostered and reared 
by animals can be substantiated beyond 
question the result will be to rehabili- 
tate as history much literature that sole- 
ly on this ucconnt has been relegated t<J
